U nited S tates. It is known th a t th e 
honeybee can n o t pollinate red clever 
blossom s because of the weight and 
(shape of th e bloom. T he heavier 
bum ble bee accom plishes this vital 
purpose and is credited w ith provid- 
I mg the chief m eans of pollination. 
Thus suggestion m ay m erit better 
i protection for these burly insects 
on farm s an d in com m unities where 
red clover is grow n or planned. 
P erhaps first em phasis should be 
placed on selection of a well drained 
alkaline soil. 
Next, and certainly 
essential is the im portance of buy­ 
ing seed of unquestioned quality.
